bill further to reconsider was lost by 
a vote of 38 to 38, and the assembly 
is now clear of any Japanese measure 
objected to by the national adminis- 
tration. 


The fight for the suppression of the 


bill was won only after many hours of 
heated debate 
on 
the 
floor. 
The 


struggle started at 10:30'o'clock Wed- 
nesday morning on the presentation 
of a resolution 
by 
Assemblyman 


Tran'sue of Los Angeles affirming the 
right of the

to

schools, but -withdrawing the Jap- 
anese segregation measure because of 
the president's objection to it, and it 
lasted until 4 o'clock in the afternoon, 
when 
Grove L. 
Johnson's 
motion 


further to 
reconsider 
his 
defeated 


school segregation bill was defeated. 


The school bill is still to be con- 


sidered in the senate, having been 
presented there by Senator Caminetti, 
but there is little chance that the 
measure 
will 
be 
approved 
when 


brought up. 


The anti-Japanese forces in the 


assembly were Jed by Johnson, author 
of the school segregation bill on which 
the fight hinged, 
and 
Louis 
"W. 


Junillard, Democratic 
floor 
leader, 


while the opposition was directed by 
Transue 
and 
Richard 
Melrose. 


Transue's resolution opened the de- 
bate and the fight was really on this 
measure, the reconsideration 
motion 


not being put until there had been a 
lengthy argument. 


Mr. Johnson repeated his defiance 


of the president and called upon the 
assembly to "stand by its guns." He 
•was answered by Transue and Mel- 
rose, every phase of the question be- 
ing reviewed. 


Mr. Transue suddenly withdrew his 


resolution and the discussion centered 
on the reconsideration 
motion pre- 


sented by Walter Leeds. 
This was 


finally forced to a vote and was car- 
ried by 43 to 34. 
The rollcall on the 


bill itself immediately followed and it 
was rejected by a vote of 41 to 37. 


Mr. Johnson was at once on his 


feet with a motion again to recon- 
sider. This motion was put to a vote 
and resulted 38 to 38 and the bill was 
dead.

state gave the U. S. seaate -proof on 
Tuesday that the approaches to the 
Portsmouth 
navy 
yard, 
were 
the 


densest of any on tfce -A.tlantic coast 
and the channel one of the best. Sen- 
a-tor Galllnger introduced a statisti- 
cal chart which gave the delaily of 
the depth and approaches ol" all 
of 


the navy yards in the country and 
•this showed that out of ten yards, 
only four could accommodaie 
ihe 


new battleships of the Utah type. 


These are the Portsmouth 
navy 


yard. New York, Pensacola and Puget 
Sound yards and taking the Utah as 
n, type which draws 28 feet G inched
